Hunting 


Alligator hunting is a favorite pastime 
of the tourists at Rockledge; this can 
be done safely and with rare 
enjoyment. Quail, snipe, wild; 
doves, ducks, and water turkeys are 
most plentiful. Deer are hunted exten¬ 
sively during the months of December 
and January. 

Fishing can be enjoyed in this locality 
as in no other place in Florida; competent 
guides can be hired at reasonable 
rates. Lake Poinsett is a large, 
fresh-water lake a short distance from 
the New Rockledge, and the angler is 
well repaid for a day’s fishing by return¬ 
ing with a string of black bass, lake

trout or pickerel; two hundred and sixty- 
five pounds of these kinds of fish having 
been caught in this lake by four per¬ 
sons in three and one-half hours. The 
salt water of the Indian River yields to 
the fisherman an abundance of speckled 
trout, channel bass, pompano, cavally 
and superb mullet; oysters are large and 
plentiful. 

Excursions are frequently made to the 
ocean (eight miles from Rockledge) where
